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This Response is being submitted within one month of the mailing date of the 
Examiner's Action dated September 27, 2005. 

In the previous response to the Restriction Requirement a selection of species 
was inadvertently omitted.

Additionally, should claim 22 also be found to be generic of all embodiments of 
the present invention it is further respectfully requested that all of claims 1-24 be 
allowed. 

Additionally, Applicant reserves the right to represent any of the 24 claims 
submitted with the instant application not recombined with others of the claims allowed 
by the Examiner.
